Handles Millions Every Year 
Rural routes have been extended 


and the inauguration of the air mail 
service has made it possible to de- 
liver mail in the winter time to many 
isolated spots which have never be- 
fore received mail during that sea- 
son; thus bringing comfort to 
people of the Magdalen Islands, the 
north shore of the St. Lawrence 
River, northern sections throughout 
the Mackenzie River district, Cold 
Lake, Flin Flon and north to the 
Yukon. The postal department has 
some 38,750 employees in the Domin- 
jon of Canada. Of these, between 
12,000 and 13,000 are postmasters. 
The department handles resources of 
revenue somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of $50,000,000, approximately 
$50 for every person in Canada in 
one year.
